guards.

wheat to China to be used. .In the 
famine area along the Yangtze river 
where thousands of Hood victims are 
starving. 


The sale was announced-by Presi- 


dent Hoover yesterday, before he de- 
parted for the week-enft at his Rap- 
idan camp in Virginia. He said the 
grain, would be used exclusively for 
relief purposes. 


The cost of the 'nationalist gov- 


ernment will be the price quoted on 
the market on the day .each cargo is 
dispatched. The" grain.is,to. be paid 
for in fequal Installments in 1934 


' 1935 and 1936.- Four per cent inter- 


est will be charged; 


Half of the wheat, will be .milled 


into flour before, shipment. Most 
of the commodity will be shipped 
from the Puget sound region. The 
Chinese government has given ' as 
. surances that American shipping- in 
terests will be given an opportun- 
ity to bid lor its transportation.

' ' Although there are a. few smal 
: phases of the negotiations to be 
worked out, Carl Williams, acting 
chairman of' the board, said the 
deal was regarded as completed and 
wheat and. flour would "begin nipy. 
ing from the west about Oct.'l. 


With this sale, the board has 


disposed of 73,000,000 
bushels of 


its stabilization wheat since Jan. 1. 
This, includes the recent barter of 
25,000,000 bushels to Brazil for cof- 
fee, a surplus commodity in' that 
.country, and sales to east, .coast ex- 
porters. 
• Besides reducing the quantity of 
grain held by the board during -the 
past two years lii an effort to sus- 
tain prices, the China shipment will 
relieve storage congestion on the 
west coast.

They ask 
for jobs in order to earn their daily 
bread. 


Employe Additions Urged 


There Is practically . no employer 


who could not add at least one em- 
ploye to his pay roll If he knew all 
others would do the- same thing at 
this same time. 


There are approximately 3,000,000 


persons in business on their own ac- 
count and 500,000 In the professions 
In the United States. 


If each would add an employe or 


more in proportion to the

The 


time has'come when,* for self-protec- 
tion 
if for 
no altruistic reason, 


America must take energetic and 
positive action in guiding world af- 
fairs. 


Not Over-Production 


Anyone with half an eye can see 


that the trouble with business and 
employment in America is largely 
due to world causes. World 
com- 


modity trices started down in the 
summer of 1928, or about one year 
before the decline set in here! Nor 
was the great drop in general prices 
due to over-production. 
Authorita- 


tive figures show that total world 
production increased 
only about 3 


'per cent per annum from 1924 to 
1929. 
This was not abnormal, nor 


more than sufficient to care for- the 
usual growth xjf population, and the 
normal advance in industry. Why 
then did world prices elide steadily 
downward from 1928 to the present? 
First, because the vast pyramiding 
of credit in the United States, Eu-

South America 
became 


greater than the world's supply of

support. 
Also 
while 


world production of gold advanced 
only 1.7 per cent per annum from 
1923 to 1929, production of goods* ad-- 
vanced 3 per cent or nearly twice as 
fast- 


World gold, the basis of currency, 


became scarce in terms of goods, 
which meant that more goods had to 
be exchanged for the same amount 
•of gold, another way of saying that 
prices declined. 
The second great 


cause of price decline was the blun- 
der of placing India on a gold basis 


j In 1927 and the consequent sale of 


Indian government 
silver 
on the 


open market. This action, followed 
quickly by similar action by France 
In Indo-China, drove down the price 
of silver from 60 cents to less than 
30 cents per ounce. This virtually 
destroyed the purchasing power of 
nearly one-half the world's popula- 
ation In China,' India, Mexico, and 
other countries 
using 
silver 
for 


money. Furthermore it placed 
an 


added drain on the gold supply be- 
cause India then became a user of 
gold to the extent of $85,000,000 per 
year or nearly one-fifth of the total 
annual production. 


Ways We Can Help 


Sinco world difficulties 
are 
not 


due to general over-production but 
to failure of world purchasing pow- 
er, we should attack the problem at 
its root and bend all efforts toward 
raising the world standard of living. 
The present apparent 
surplus of 


goods is largely due to the markets 
of Russia, Germany, China, India, 
Mexico, etc., being cut 
off. Open 


these markets to normal and there 
will be a shortage of goods instead 
of a surplus. Prices will rise and 
business wheels 
will turn 
faster 


throughout

world. Hoover's 


Moratorium 
on foreign 
debts 
is 


merely the first step. 


With regard to Europe we can 


best help by tariff readjustments, by 
entering the World Court, by reopen- 
ing the Reparations question, and 
by insisting on reduction of arma- 
ments even though this entails re- 
vision of the Peace Treaties.

will do no good to cancel the debts 
If Europe turns around and spends 
the money on further 
armaments.

ever .'•- goes below GO cents an ounce. 
Proponents of this plan claim that 
it would accomplish restoration of 
buying power of the Far East and 
other silver countries, without dis- 
turbing the gold standard here and 
In Europe.

American Leadership 


"Whatever plan may finally prove 


best, all realize that the world can- 
not continue indefinitely on a gold 
basis, and that refusal to recognize 
this fact is partly responsible for 
declining prices, lowering o£ profits, 
widespread unemployment and gen- 
erally declining business. Certainly 
It has much to do with loss of trade 
in the Far East, Mexico and South 
America. Yet, no one nation dares to 
make a move toward a more scien- 
tific monetary . system 
because of

charge if it is clear that no crime was 
committed. 


But is it clear? 
What evidence is at hand to prove 


ihe "gross negligence" or recklessness 
of'the driver? At what distance from 
the intersection was he warned by the 
sign? Had he been through the coun- 
try before and did he know of the in- 
tersection? What occurred to divert 
his attention? 
For how great a dis- 


tance could he see the approaching 
car? Was he proceeding at a speed 
Sufficient in itself to satisfy the law's 


^requirements? 


Because of an amendment by the 


1929 legislature a manslaughter charge 
cannot be'based on ordinary negli- 
gence but gross negligence, that is, 
carelessness of so reckless a character 
as to indicate utter indifference to the 
rights of others and justifying a belief 
that it was wanton, must be estab- 
lished. 


This casts upon the prosecutor a 


Tieavier burden than formerly and sat- 


« isfactory evidence must exist and be 


produced to sustain a case. 


But whether or not the facts will 


uphold a manslaughter charge is a 
question, the responsibility for decid- 
ing which belongs to court and jury. 
No two cases are identical. And when 
different conclusions may be reason- 
ably drawn from the evidence by dif- 
ferent persons, particularly in a case 
involving such tragic results, it is more 
in keeping with a sound public policy 
for the prosecutor to submit \the facts 
to the deciding tribunal. 


Outagamie County citizens are not- 


concerned over the cost of litigation 
when a matter of this kind is involved. 
The cost would be relatively slight, 
really trivial in comparison to the 
principle involved. 


GANDHI'S HUMILITY 


Mahatma Gandhi is on his way to 


the London Conference. 
With him 


goes all the humility which is the 
avowed essence of his creed. In steer- 
age he is, without satchel, toothbrush, 
coat or cap, his only baggage a spin- 
ning wheel, spare loincloth and a copy 
of Thoreau's essay on "Civil Disobedi- 
ence." 


Not for him the trappings and pomp 


of power. For him no vaunted expres- 
sion of the authority that is his over 
millions of lowly Hindus. The rigor- 
ous routine of an ascetic's life, the sim- 
ple fare, the early morning prayer, 
hours for spinning yarn and of silent 
meditation,—these are his panoplies of 
glory. 
To be like and a part of the 


lowly is to Gandhi a true expression of 
all the graces of earth and heaven. 


But in his humility there is the 


tinge of vanity. This apostle of lowli- 
'ness forces a great steamship com- 
pany to build a guard rail around his 
straw mattress on the third-class deck 
so he will not be swept overboard 
while sleeping under the stars. He in- 
sists that a great London hotel prop- 
erly ensconce himself in a bare court- 
yard cranny as befitting the lowest 
pariah. He will clothe himself in the 
simple mantle and loincloth, even at 
state functions, disregarding custom 
in his vainglory, though long accus- 
tomed in his_younger days at Oxford 
to the modes of civilized dress. 


Is this evidence of true 
humility? 


Perhaps there is a mite of truth in the

hi is a little ostentatious in his con-, 
tempt for ostentation." 


And yet when Gandhi gets a taste of 


that chill London fog he may look 
around for a pair of pants, at least. 


THIS LABOR DAY 


Labor Day should be something 


more than a holiday and a time for 
parades. It should be a. day of re-dedi- 
cation to the tasks that labor has at 
heart. 


It started, not as a mere holiday, 


but in a desire to herald the nation's 
esteem for every kind of labor which 
helps mankind and to give it the dig- 
nity and bring to it the respect to 
which it is entitled. 


More than ever in this distressing 


period, does labor deserve, the serious 
consideration of thinking people. 


During the Great War labor, as well 


as the armies at the front, played its 
formidable part in winning the con- 
flict. In a spirit of cooperation, of pa- 
triotism, and with a sound realization 
of the ideals for which our fathers 
strove and suffered, labor then carried 
on and most effectively. 


Now other men, hundreds of thou- 


sands of them, are in the 
trenches, 


and wretched trenches, too. They are 
fighting the battle of unemployment. 
It is a fight which they cannot wage 
alone. Infinitely greater is their need 
for support and assistance than in war 
time, for they are facing as elusive an 
enemy, not armed with rifle and bay- 
onet and a well-filled haversack, not 
part of a plan and system that provid- 
ed food, transportation, medical atten-> 
tion, even luxuries and entertainment, 
but with empty hands, slender rations, 
and in many instances friendless and 
alone. 


It is one of the encouraging signs of 


approaching victory that the employ- 
er and employe, capital and labor, are 
working so sincerely, hand in hand, 
for the common good. 


It could not be otherwise in these 


strenuous times without challenging 
the fundamental principles of the re- 
public and the foundations of our na- 
tional well being. 


On this Labor Day there can be but 


one worth-while dedication. It is that 
of assistance to those who are not 
privileged to labor, and thus are com- 
pelled to suffer in misery and fear 
through lack of opportunity to earn a 
livelihood. 


And there is a worth-while reflec- 


tion. It is that, although the pinch of 
want with the worker has probably 
been more stinging than with most 
other elements, labor has nevertheless 
been one of those in the front rank's 
with amiable and genial courage, and 
the intelligent application of all its en- 
ergies to the solution of the difficulties 
that beset us.

Wisconsin, extending a year-round invitation 


to tourists, is disposed to a hospitable toleration 
of the minor trespasses of her profitable guests 
The foreign motorist who violates a traffic crdl- 
nance or overreaches the generous liberties of the 
county highway is likely to receive a 
fuendly 


warning with the Injunction to read the Wiscon- 
sin traffic code. 


This well meaning leniency has an unfortunate 


efect. The tourist has come to expect that hi 
foreign license will confirm his excuse of Ignor- 
ance; he uses It as a sort of instrument of im- 
munity; and each friendly warning that it brings 
him encourages him to continue on his career o 
traffic rule violations. The Illinois motorists, who 
comprise the bulk of Wisconsin's "tourist trade,' 
are tho chief offenders. 


So many Illinois drivers have been Involved in 


Wisconsin highway accidents during the curren 
tourist season that the editorial resentment o 
Wisconsin newspapers has been concentrated tip- 
on them, and not without Justice. Yesterday's 
Sentinel reported an accident 
which occurred 


near Appleton. Four persons died as a result of 
it and another was seriously Injured by an auto- 
mobile which entered an arterial highway at an 
asserted speed of 45 miles an hour. The car bore 
an Illinois license and was driven, by a Chlcagoan. 
A few days ago three Chicago cars were Involved 
in one accident on highway 41. 


Wisconsin has shown her unwillingness to 


build a reputation for provincial severity. She 
has no galling speed restrictions on her country 
roads and no speed traps. Her villages guard the 
through highways with arterial signs for the con- 
venience of the tourists hurrying in and out of 
town. Everywhere the visiting motorist gets 
more than an even break. 


Reckless drivers from Illinois are spoiling the 


fun. 
Already they have started a reaction 


against themselves which accrues bitterness ev- 
ery time Wisconsin newspapers publish tho de- 
tails of a new accident Involving one of them. 
Unless they conform to the Wisconsin traffic 
code their foreign motor licenses will mark them 
as a public menace, and far from winning them 
immunity, will prejudice Indignant officers and 
citizens against them even before they have in- 
fringed the reasonable rules of tho road —Mil- 
waukee Sentinel.

more surely if I approached from 
.nother point I ran back thru many 
•ods of shallow water and plunged 
nto the hole and found him float- 
ng just under the surface, head 
down. I have never been able to 
swim and I can't swim today. My 
:oes were five feet from the bottom. 
Yet I did not sink. I wore an old- 
fashioned stiffly starched sun bon- 
net. I swallowed much dam water 
but got none In my nose. I grabbed 
my boy by the wrist with my right 
:iand and somehow turned toward 
the edge of the hole.

In Washington

Washington—On the top floor of 


one of Washington's tallest 
office 


buildings «its a 73-year-old southern 
gentleman—with 
a 
little white 


whiskbroom of a beard—just start- 
ing out on a new career. 


He is Joseph B. Ransdell of Lou- 
isiana, for more than 30 years a 
member of congress, first as a rep- 
resentative and then as a senator. 
Last year he lost his senate seat 


to the youthful Huey Long, but he' 
slid out of politics into what seems 
like a happy ending for a long ca- 
reer. 


Unlike some voted out of office, 


Ransdell did not retire to his plan- 
tation on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi to spend his remaining years 
in bitterness and obscurity. 


He chose to stay on in Washing- 


ton—not as a "lame duck" appoin- 
tee or a high powered lobbyist, but 
to promote a cause which for years 
has been his hobby. 
His title is executive director of 


the conference board of the Nation- 
al Institute of Health. 
Health Institute Sponsor 


It was Ransdell's bill, passed in 


the closing days of the last con- 
greSs, which created the National 
Institute of Health. And at 73, his 
3ob is to promote the idea and to in- 
terest philanthropists and congress 
and the whole nation. 


The aim of the institute is to 


study the cause, 
prevention 
and 


cure of every disease of man. The 
institute is the old hygienic labora- 
tory of the II. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice, with a present research staff 
of 150 persons, financed both fed- 
erally and privately. 
Ransdell talks with the enthusi- 


asm of an excited boy about 
the 


project. He calls it his life's work 
arid Is emphatic in his declaration 
that he is through with politics for- 
ever. 
He sees the day when Washington 


will become the world's greatest 
health and medical research center 
and under command of the surgeon 
general a great army of experts will 
labor for human happiness, longev- 
ity and comfort. 
In his last senate speech, Rans- 


dell urged congress to be generous 
and described the Institute as. "the 
greatest altruistic 
institution 
the 


world has ever known." 


Cattle Tick Enemy 


He hopes to live long enough to 


see the institute endowed to the ex 
tent of $50,000,000. While he makes 
no solicitations for funds, he does 
get the word out in every possible 
way that here is the worthiest of 
causes. 
Public health has been his hobby 


for the last 25 years. 
His first activity along this line 


was to introduce a bill providing for 
eradication of the cattle tiqk. In 191 
he sponsored a bill which led to the 
establishment of the national lepro 
sarium at Carville, La. 


He woiked five years to 
effect 


passage of his bill creating the Na 
tional Institute of Health.

Up Child's 
Friendships

There'Is no friend save the loyal 


friend. Friendship without loyalty Is 
impossible yet we find young people 
criticising their friends 
adversely, 


saying In their absence what they 
would not say in their 
presence. 


Friendship Is so precious a gift that 
w« do well to teach children how to 
preserve it. We might, at the same 
time, instill some of the rules or the 
principles of living that make friend- 
ship possible/The first is loyalty. 


Loyalty never cavils, never even 


doubts. The basis of loyalty is faith 
and its essence is love, that perfect 
love casts out fear. We can' gain 
nothing finer for a child than this 
quality and if we 
stretch 
every 


nerve and sinew to that end we do 
none too much. Often we err in the 
other direction. We are the first to 
speak In dispraise 
of the child's 


friend. 


"It seems to me, John Thomas, 


that your'friend SImmie is a bit sel- 
fish. He takes what he wants and 
lets you take what's left." 


"O no, he isn't. He shares with me 


as often as I do with him. I like him 
to use my things." 


"Well, I wouldnt let him run over 


me If I were you. That's all. He 
thinks a whole lot of himself, that's 
plain.to be seen, and you let him 
take advantage of you." 


That is sowing the seed of discord. 


Unless the child is very strong in 
his faith such a statement as that 
shakes his faith and threatens his 
loyalty. Unless the association is bad 
for your child It is better to find the 
good points of his friend and em- 
phasize them than it is to pick flaws 
in him because jealousy tinges your 
attitude. 
* 


When a child complains of his 


friend, listen gravely. Do not join 
in the dispraise but suggest that 
such 
grumbling is less than the 


wholehearted loyalty one expects be- 
tween friends. Encourage loyalty. 


That does not mean that friends 


do not disagree. They do, but they 
disagree 
between themselves and 


come to some amicable agreement in 
the end though it be bu1- agreement 
to disagree. The unlovely attitude is 
shown in bringing another party 
the 
discussion. , Friends need no 


mediators because they understand 
each other well. Their spirits speak 
a secret language of signs, moods, 
and gestures and no stranger can 
interpret them. 
Silence between 


friends is eloquent speech. 


Do not make the mistake of think- 


ing that a child can have many 
friends. He can have many acquaint- 
ances, close and dear, but only one 
friend. As he grows up he discards 
one companion after another 
and 


clings only to this friend. To him he 
Is loyal, and to her. Do nothing, say 
nothing to weaken this loyalty. It is 
fine for the child, fine for his spirit- 
ual existence, tha* he experience 
friendship. 


There is a difference in the loyalty 


a child has for its family and for 
his friend. These two are distinct. 
There is no need for Soalousy, rather 
the reverse. His happiness in his 
friend lifts his 
whole being and 


strengthens 
every good thing in 


him. Covet this gift for your child. 
Help him obtain it.

overdose of summer stin. It will 
burn, losing its glossiness, thereby 
becoming dingy. It Is sure to become 
drier during warm weather than In 
cold because the oil glands -which 
feed and stimulate the hair are less 
active. 


If you have been out of doors 


from morning until night through 
the summer months, often •without 
and head covering, your hair needs 
special attention these days. 


Brushing and scalp massages are 


two of the treatments that will help 
to bring back the natural, 
glossy 


condition of the hair. 


A good stiff brushing dally Is al- 


ways beneficial: and if the hair is in 
good condition, this brushing -will 
provide all the stimulation necessary 
for the scalp. When the hair has 
become dry through neglect it needs 
a tonic whicl contains some oil. 


Tou can apply this tonic when 


you give your scalp the massage 
which should supplement the daily 
brushing. 
Part the hair and moisten with a
